4. Pending claims 1-10 are patentable over a reference of Ehret et al. (US Pat. 5,006,985), 
because this prior art does not make obvious a travel schedule setup management system 
comprising: 

- inputting means for entering destination information and desired arrival time information; 

- frame-preparing means for preparing a basic frame of a schedule including types of 
intermediate and final locations, and a transfer order, indicating a chronological sequence of 
events in said basic frame based on said destination information and desired arrival time 
information; and 

- schedule-preparing means for accessing a data base to retrieve specific facilities 
fitting said basic frame, thereby preparing a schedule in which intermediate and final 
locations are specified; 

- a watch center for watching the implementation of said schedule, wherein said schedule- 
preparing means re-prepares a schedule based on information from said watching center; 
wherein said information-obtaining means of said watching center further obtains weather 
information, and supplies the obtained weather information to said schedule- preparing means.
